Fishing industry debate . 


FLEET CAUGHT 
ON EEC HOOK 


MACKEREL SHOALS 
appear reluctant to 
return to areas where 
there has been intensive 
fishing, Cornwall's Chief 
Fishery Officer, Mr. 
Broudand S, Tonkin, 
says in his quarterly 
report, published this 
week. 

Sinee the winter mackerel 
fishery bewail in the mid 
1060s, successive seasons 
hnvc seen the main shoal 
settling in progressively more 
western areas. 

At first, the main fishing 
/«»<? vvas in the Eddy stone 
region, then south of 
Mevagissev, then Falmouth 
Bay, and this year, west of 
The Lizard. 

“While this movement 
could he due to some natural 
cause, it coincides with an ap- 
parent reluctance for shoals 
to return to areas where there 
had previously been intensive 
fishing operations/' savs Mr. 
Tonkin. 

After spasmodic successes 


in December, there was a 
dramatic improvement in 
January, when a shoal of 
large mackerel settled in 
Falmouth Bay, and catches of 
several hundred stones were 
commonplace. 

The mackerel fleet in- 
creased to about 260 boats, 
and the landing at Falmouth 
for the month was £270,000. 

Mr. Tonkin says: “This 
wuuld h ave been con- 
siderably more had not 
buyers experienced con- 
siderable problems of dis- 
posal reputed to be caused by 
competition from the large 
ini rue seiner operating out of 
Plymouth.”

THE ENTIRE British 
trawler fleet off Iceland, 
support vessels and 
Naval vessels began a 
move to new fishing 
grounds off the north- 
west coast last Friday.

Cheap rate for 
British firms 
at Boston show 


BRITISH equipment 
manufacturers interested 
in exporting to the United 
States fishing industry 
market will have the op- 
portunity of oxhibltlng to 
il during the four days of 
the yearly American com- 
mercial fisheries exposi- 
tion in Boston, 
Massachusetts, from 27 
to 30 October. Fish Expo, 
uh this exhibition is call- 
ed, wus first held in 
Boston in 1968 and has 
been a successful annual 
ovunl ever since. 

The exhibition has been 
moved to a number of ports to 
allow for the fact that fishing 
nt iiviLies are widely scattered 
liver the vast area of the US 
t’iisi , smith and weal coasts. 
Bul its most successful 
venues have been in Boston 
and in Seattle in Washington 
stale mi the Pacific coast. 

Last year, in Seattle, the 
exhibition was supported by 
133 companies and these in- 
cluded 35 from outside the 
I nitecl States. Among them 
were 1 1 Norwegian mnuufnc- 
lurors taking part in n spon- 
sored joint venture under the 
auspices of the Export Coun- 
cil of Norway. Although, the 
Norwegians hnve prepared 
such joint ventures several 
Mines for US Fish Expos, 
manufacturers from Britain, 
who have taken part, have to 
make their own 


arrangements.

FLEETWOOD'S fishing 
industry has decided not 
tn close over Christmas 
and New Year for a fort- 
night as It did last year. 

A meeting between the 
Fleetwood Fishing Vessel 
Owners’ Association and the

Association decided that the 
shut-down was too long 
because of the state of the in- 
dustry. • 

1 1 ’ was felt by the 
associations that they should 
ensure that a supply of fresh 
lish was made available 
throughout the period. 

They believed that the 
possible over-stocking of 
frozen fish to cover the 
period, plus an anticipated 
shortage later, resulted in a 
drastic fall in demand for wet 
fish.

Dean of 
Melbourne made n series of 
record-breaking white shark 
catches with it in South 
Australian waters.
